Nq. 3/7/73- Pub. n. — The President has learnt with profound regret the 
sudden and untimely death of Shri Dajisahab Ramrao Chavan, Minister of 
State in the Ministry of Law, Justice and Company Affairs on the 8th July. 
1973. 

Born on August 22, 1916, Shri Chavan received education at Raj ax am 
College and Sykes Law College. Kolhapur and took his LL.M, degree from 
the Bombay University. He started his career as a legal practitioner and 
joined the Bar at Bombay High Court. He was associated with the All India 
Peasants' and Workers Party from 1948 to 1955 and the All India Mazdoor 
Kisan Party from 1955 to 1960 and the Indian National Congress since 1960, 
He was elected as member, Bombay Legislative Council in 1954. He was 
elected to the 2nd Lok Sabha in 1057 and re-elected to the 3rd and 4th Lok 
Sabha. He was appointed as Deputy Minister in the Ministry of Defence in 
1962 and later worked in the same capacity in the Ministries of Food and 
Agriculture, Law and Labour, Employment and Rehabilitation. In February, 
1969 he was appointed as Minister of State in the Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals and Mines and Metals and later worked in the Ministry of Supply 
from May, 1971 till 5th February, 1P73 when he took over as Minister of 
State in the Ministry of Law, Justice and Comp'any Affairs. 

As a Minister Shri Chavan showed great dedication to work and served 
the country unremittingly. His untimely death has cut short a promising 
political career and has caused grievous loss to the Government and people 
of India.
